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This is in response to the petition under 37 CFR 1.181, filed August 25, 2003, for withdrawal of 
abandonment of the above identified appUcation based on a timely reply. The delay in acting on 
this petition is regretted. 

A review of the file history shows that the examiner mailed a Notice of Allowance and Issue Fee 
Due and a Notice of Allowability to applicants on December 3 1, 2002, setting a three month 
shortened statutory period for payment of the Issue Fee. The Issue Fee was paid on March 28, 
2003. On March 12, 2003, the examiner mailed a supplemental Notice of Allowability to 
apphcants requiring submission of new formal drawings and setting a three month statutory 
period for submission thereof Applicants filed new drawings on May 7, 2003, which were 
acceptable. However, it was discovered that the specification referred to Figures 4A ad 4B and 
these figures were not submitted. PubUcations Division mailed a Notice of Drawing 
Inconsistency to applicants on May 22, 2003, identifying the inconsistency and requiring 
applicants to correa the inconsistency within ONE MONTH, no extension of time being 
permitted. Upon failure to receive a reply the Office mailed a Notice of Abandonment to 
applicants on July 24, 2003. Applicants state that revised formal drawings showing Figures 4A 
and 4B were filed June 9, 2003, and provide a copy of the submission. The original submission 
has not been found. In view of the evidence presented the Notice of Abandonment was mailed in 
error and is withdrawn and the apphcation is restored to pending status with the mailing of this 
decision. 

The petition is GRANTED .
